Grade Asked for Army 


(RE ATION of the temp temporary rank of 
4 Lieutenant General for the officers 
holding th ethree major or tactical com- 
mands of the Army is being sought at 
the present session of Congress. It is 
understood that Representative WwW. 

Frank James will sponsor the measure 
when the Department requests its in- 
troduction. f . 

The tentative measure is now said 
to be on its way to the Bureau of 
Budget with the approval of the War 
Department authorities. As drawn it 
would make the three Department Com- 
manders Lieutenant Generals _ while 
holding those commands, but contains a 
proviso which would enable the military 
authorities to confer the temporary 
rank on an officer holding a major 
tactical command in the event of an 
emergency, such as the concentration of 
Divisions near the border. This au- 
thority is similar to that now accorded 
the Navy by law. 

As the Army is the senior service, the 
lack of rank commensurate with respon- 
sibility has been keenly felt in military 
circles. The original proposal forwarded 
to Congress at the time a Generalcy for 
the Chief of Staff was for the Corps 
Area Commanders to have the tempo- 
rary rank of Lieutenant Generals, but 
the new measure restricts the number 
to three. 

The War Department’s views, with the 
deletion of the sections pertaining to 
the creation of a Generalcy for the 
Chief of Staff, were summarized in the 
following letter sent to Congress with 
the original bill: 

“There now exists a serious situation in 
the Army by reason of the fact that the 
rank of * * ® the commanders of terri- 
iorial departments and corps areas is not 
commensurate with the responsibilities of 
these high commands. This situation is 
not only illogical in a military organiza- 
tion, but actually is a handicap in the ad- 
ministration and development of the Army. 
Furthermore, it it an obstacle in the har- 
monious development of the Army and 
Navy for the common end of national 
defense, 
nders of territorial departments 
areas serve under their perma- 
nent commissions as major generals of the 
Army. As a result, wherever the Army 

nd Navy come into contact in these posi- 
tions of high command, the senicr Army 
officers are subordinate in grade to the cor- 
responding senior officers of the Navy. 
Such contacts occur in meetings of the 
Joint Board; at Hawaii, Panama and 
Manila; in joint Army and Navy maneu- 
vers, and in times of war will occur in the 
oint operations of the Army and Navy. 
The Army is the older, and therefore the 
senior service, but it now occupies the sub- 
ordinate place,

Air Coast Defense Studied 

The Committee authorized last Con- 
gress to investigate the problems of 
aerial coast defense control, headed by 
Senator Bingham, this week held the 
first of its meetings. The Committee 
Is composed of Senators Bingham, Reed, 
Hale, Fletcher and Swanson, and for 
the House, Representatives Taber, 
Ransley, Evans, Lea and Boylan. 

Owing to the strictly confidential uature 
of the subjects involved in the investi- 
gation, Senator Bingham stated that all 
of the meetings would be held in execu- 
tive session and that the subjects dis- 
cussed by the Committee would not be 
made public until the final report is made. 
This is not due until the beginning of 
the first session of the 71st Congress, next 
December. 

It was decided at the meeting held this 
week to extend invitations at an early 
date to the Secretaries of War and the 
Navy to appear before the Committee. It 
is probable that such invitations will also 
be issued to other officials of the War 
and Navy Departments during the course 
of the deliberations.

Reed-James Sponsor 
Joint Pay Resolutions 


AS. forecast in articles and statements 

in the Army and Navy Journal, 
Senator David A. Reed, Chairman of the 
Senate Military Committee, and Repre- 
sentative W. Frank James, Chairman 
of the House Military Committee, spon- 
sored resolutions to authorize the forma- 
tion of a Joint Congressional Service 
Pay Committee. 

Meanwhile although no meeting of 
the full Board was scheduled for this 
week, the Joint Army and Navy Pay 
Board made rapid progress and from 
present indications will have its report 
ready for submsission by May 1 

Three committees are at work. One 
engaged in coordinating the problems 
of the commissioned and warrant offi- 
cers and the nurses. Another is han- 
dling the matters pertaining to the en- 
listed personnel and the third commit- 
tee is drafting a report. 

Already a rough draft has been pre- 
pared to serve as a framework for the 
full Board’s report. Preliminary con- 
clusions reached by the personnel of the 
Board with reference to the officer pay 
situation have been submitted to the 
different services involved for considera- 
tion and recommendations. 

While the Board’s work is still in 
the tentative stage it may be safely 
assumed that its recommendations will 
provide for some increases and will 
carry no cuts in pay for any indi- 
viduals. This seems obvious in view of 
the recognized conditions of service pay 
and the perfectly apparent need for 
upward revision. As the Board is ac- 
cepting the principle of extra compensa- 
tion for extra hazardous duty, there 
will be no suggestion of a reduction of 
flight or similar pay.

Reserve Convention Starts Tomorrow 


Indianapolis (Special).—The annual 
convention of the Reserve Officers’ As- 
sociation of the United States will com- 
mence tomorrow, April 21, and continue 
until April 24, 

Much interest is manifested in the 
selection of the association’s selection of 
a president to succeed Brig. Gen. Roy 
Hoffman, who has served several terms 
and is not a candidate for reelection. As 
previously stated in the Army and Navy 
Journal, three names have assumed a 
commanding prominence in pre-conven- 
tion discussion of the presidential can- 
didates—Col. C. B. Robbins, former As- 
sistant Secretary of War; the present 
senior vice president, Brig. Gen. Edward 
Orton, jr., and Col. Walter CC, Cole, 
chairman of the National Defense Com- 
mittee of the Detroit Board of Com- 
merce. 

The New Jersey Department of the 
association, it is believed, will present 
the name of the 2nd Corps Area vice 
president—Col. Carroll Badeau. Other 
names will be placed in complimentary 
nomination, it is anticipated, but there 
is no indication of support for any can- 
didate equal to that behind Gen. Orton 
and Cols. Robbins and Cole. 

It is understood that Col, Robbins and 
Gen. Orton have declined to avow can- 
didacy, and cannot be persuaded to run. 
Hence Col. Cole’s prospects of succeed- 
ing Gen. Hoffman are regarded as ex- 
cellent by his friends.

Seek Authorization 
For Two Battleships

N connection with preparation of pre- 

liminiary estimates for the appro- 
priations for the fiscal year 1931, for 
which the annual call was made by 
Secretary Adams this week, the Navy 
Department is including in its recom- 
mendations for Congressional considera 
tion, the authorization for two battle- 
ships, the first of the replacements pro- 
vided for under the Washington Confer- 
ence Treaty. 

Under the terms of the treaty the 
“Florida” and “Arkansas” are to be 
replaced in 1934 and must be laid down 
in 1931. With a conference scheduled 
for 1931, if not called sooner, there 
seems little possibility of any actual 
construction of capital ships prior to it. 

It is, however, deemed essential, in 
some quarters, to get the authorization 
through even though no appropriation 
is sought at this time. The British at- 
titude is that under the provision of the 
treaty, the replacements must be made 
at the times scheduled in the table of 
replacements or not at all. While there 
is a different interpretation given the 
treaty terms by officials here there 
seems little need for raising the issue. 

Tonnage to Be Discussed. 

It is a foregone conclusion that com- 
mittee hearings will develop interesting 
discussion. Whether the United States 
will continue its policy of 35,000-ton 
ships with 16-inch guns in the event of 
the approaching conference failing to 
change the status of the capital ship 
remains to be seen. While the attitude 
of the General Board and other naval 
heads with respect to the capital ship 
of the future is unchanged, so far as 
any official pronouncement is concerned, 
there is a possibility of some departure 
from this policy. 

Under existing conditions it is still 
maintained that the battleship is the 
backbone of the Fleet, but some pro- 
posal that would further limit them or 
reduce the size or possibly provide for 
their eventual abolishment would be 
given serious consideration by our rep- 
resentatives at the conference. 

In this connection the widespread dis- 
cussion of the new German “mystery 
ships” is of unusual interest. Taking 
the claims advanced for the new cruiser 
at their face value, the “miniature bat- 
tleships” of the “Ersatz-Preussen” class 
inject a new element into the old con- 
troversy. 

Interesting stories are going the . 
rounds about the super cruisers. Ob- 
viously with its cruising radius of 
10,000 miles at 20 knots, its 11-inch guns 
and other features, something must

A. G.’s To Discuss Many Topies 
NUMBER of United States Prop- 
erty and Disbursing Officers, in ad-

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Possible E. ffect of A rms Conference Discussed by Newspapers 


THE arms parley which convened this week at Geneva has not aroused a. great 

amount of optimism of the press for an immediate settlement of the armament 
question. The conference, designed primarily to investigate the many angles which 
the question presents, in order to report to a further conference and find a common 
basis for agreement, is favored with a portion of the press as a means of beginning 
the disentanglement of the armament knot. Another portion of the press eyes the 
parley with frank distrust and, recalling past conferences which they characterize 
as “fizzles,” doubts that any great amount of benefit can be derived from the present 
meeting. 


THe Washington Stay (Independent) views: “Mr. Hoover wants the country to 

understand that nothing is contemplated, or will be attempted, in Switzerland 
* * © except an exploration of the innumerable ‘angles’ involved in any eventual 
scheme of curtailing armament. With respect to the Navy, limitation is not merely 
a question of tonnage. There are questions of guns, of armors, of speed and of a 
given country’s fuel bases or coaling stations. The superiority of Great Britain 
in widely scattered and strategically situated fuel bases, compared to such facilities 
possessed by the United States, enters very conspicuously into the determination 
of relative British and American naval strength.” 


'MHE Chicago News (Independent) has this to say: “It is not in the least prob- 
able that the conference called by the prevaratory commission of the League 
of Nations * * * at Geneva will accomplish anything substantial. The commission 
is charged with the duty of drafting a program for consideration by a conference 
* reduction of naval armaments. * * * Theoretically, peace pacts and Locarno 
treaties should facilitate international agreements to limit armaments. Practically, 
however, the fears and suspicions of various nations, as well as the actual differences 
in their defense problems, make agreement extremely difficult. But the duty to 
persevere in such efforts is manifest.” 


THE Manchester, N. H., Union (Independent Republican) makes this point: “The 

report has gained circulation in Great Britain that the representatives of the 
Baldwin government will go to Geneva with a new proposal for an agreement with 
America, Up to the present it has been assumed that America has made the chief 
sacrifices in behalf of naval limitation. But in the light of this new disclosure, it 
appears that Great Britain, too, has made heavy concessions to conciliation. It is 
impossible to believe that there is in the disclosure any stupid threat that in case 
of limitation agreement is not reached on auxiliary ships, Great Britain will be as 
willing to defend her superiority in cruisers as she was in capital ships.” 


THE Boston Daily Globe (Independent) writes: “The kind of paticnt and laborious 

’ effort which is being expended in Paris and Geneva is what prevents recur- 
rence of that most spectacular and devastating of all shows: World War. Such 
effort is needed. Britain and the United States are drifting into a naval arma- 
ment race.” 


HE New York Times (Independent Democratic} notes: “The prime need is of 
mutual consent to a policy which will not break down under the stress of war 
and which will decide what purposes the navies are designed to serve. Be Sy 
both the United States and Great Britain should frankly declare that they are 
ready to live up to the ideal of the Kellogg-Briand peace treaty, and to accept its 
implicit responsibilities, the possibility of a collision between the navies of the two 
nations would vanish. Whether agreement on such a policy is now attainable 
one would hesitate to say.” 
THE Racine, Wis., News (Republican) observes: “Great Britain makes no secret 
of her position, for while willing to come to some form of agreement, is insisten: 
that her needs are great in view of her many colonies and her admitted great com- 
merce. This power is not inclined to negotiate as is our government, on the basis 
of numbers of cruisers and measured tonnage, but evidently wants that latitude 
that will allow her discretionary power as to ships and guns. It is rather 
faint-hearted as to progress such as we desire. * We want no naval competi- 
tion, we do not aspire to control the seas, but we do require an adequate navy for 
defense, our defense and protection on the seas. It is right we should continue to 
hope strongly for some sort of agreement limiting naval strength of the nations. 
* * More conferences will help.” 


THE Baltimore Sun (Independent Democratic) says: “John Smith, taxpayer, will 

recall that past conferences have served more to engender international distrust 
than to decrease the cost of armaments. Under the circumstances John will be 
excused if he is skeptical of the possibility of the * * * conference either diminishing 
the existing navies or of increasing international good wilil.” 


HE New York Journal of Commerce (Commercial) comments: “Not a few persons 

had hoped that there would be a new point of view in Washington, and that as 
a result, we either should not be represented at all in such sessions, at which other 
nations are actual participants, or else that our delegation should be authorized 
to represent the country in a perfectly definite way no matter how restricted its 
powers might be. * * * As to disarmament, everybody knows what a painful 
‘fizzle’ our unofficial observing has been, and he also knows if he thinks about it 
that through being unwilling to come to terms and stand by our agreements we have 
contributed a great deal to the present renewal of the evil of competitive ship- 
building.” 


HE Christian Science Monitor (Independent) believes: “The Monitor has fre- 

quently urged that conferences between Great Britain and the United States, 
which unquestionably should plan for a future of harmonious action, should take 
the form of seeking an agreement which would eliminate wholly the danger that 
their respective navies, whatever their proportions, should ever be used against 
each other. This is not a counsel of perfection. It does not set up an international 
ideal utterly impossible of attainment.” 








Army Polo in 1928 
By MAJ. W. D. CRITTENBERGER, 
Secy.-Treas., Central Polo Committee. 


(The following report was prepared 
by Maj. Crittenberger for the Annual 
Year Book of United States Polo Ass'n 
just out). 

YINCE introduction of the game into 

the Army in the late nineties, the 
progress of polo in the military estab- 
lishment has depended upon the sur- 
mounting of numerous obstacles, such as 
inadequate and unsatisfactory playing 
fields, untrained mounts, lack of inter- 
est, and insufficient time. Today, after 
80 years’ play, most of these handicaps 
have been eliminated, or at least, 
greatly reduced. However, the matter 
of playing fields is still serious, and 
one which greatly influences the future 
of the game., Therefore, the start of 
construction of several first-class fields 
throughout the service, and the com- 
pletion of others, during the past year, 
constitutes a forward step, the impor- 
tance of which is inestimable. 


In the early days regimental polo 
enthusiasts, anxious to get the game 
started, hailed with delight the construc- 
tion of any kind of a field. And the 
presence of these flelds, such as they are, 
at the many garrisons in the United 
States, and abroad, give proof of the In- 
zenuity and determination of those pion- 
eers who made polo possible in the Army. 
Now, however, with the game well started, 
the military is confronted with the un- 
deniable fact that further progress de- 
pends largely on the wide development of 
fast, first class regimental and garrison 
fields, comparable to those on Long Island. 
Without better fields, polo in the Army 
will soon come to a standstill. Accord- 
ingly, it is hoped that the increasing inter- 
est of higher commanders in the game will 
provide the necessary incentive to remedy 
this situation in the next few years. 

In addition to the several new fields, the 
past senson saw an increase in the num- 
ber of officers playing the game in the 
Army. The total now approaches the 1,000 
mark. As usual junior officers taking up 
the game played with spirit and promise. 
Several garrisons staged their first tourna- 
ments, Some regimental teams made 
initial appearance away from home. A 
greater number of Army teams competed 
in intra-circuit elimination events thap 
ever before. 

During the 1928 season, the Army was 
represented in the Open Championship, 
the Junior Championship, the Inter-Cir- 
cuit Championship, and the Twelve Goal 
Championship play, besides in Philippine, 
Hawaiian, and local tournaments. With 
only one previous year's participation, a 
quartette of Army officers fought its way 
through to the finals of the Open Cham- 
pionship of the United States. On the 
Other hand, our soldiers received a set- 
back in the Junior tournament which they 
lost after a record of five championships 
in the last six years. In the Inter-Circuit 
and Twelve Goal matches held at Cleveland, 
teams from the Cavalry School, Fort Riley, 
Kans., the Sixth Field Artillery, Fort 





Hloyle, Md., and the Cavalry Division, Fort 
Bliss, Tex., played hard, aggressive polo, 
which resulted in The Cavalry £-hool win- 
ning the Twelve Goal event, and reaching 
the finals in the Inter-Circuit. The game 
tlourished in the Philippine and Hawaiian 
Islands, where several teams played 
through the entire season. It is also in- 
teresting to note that some of our mili- 
tarye attaches have been largely instru- 
mental in fostering polo in foreign capi- 
tals. 

Generally speaking, the condition of the 
game throughout the Army is increas- 
ingly healthy. This is especially true of 
regimental play, which, after all, is the 
back bone of polo in the military estab- 
lishment. 


C. M. T. C. Medical Rules Out 
NSTRUCTIONS on Medical Depart- 
ment activities in connection with the 

C. M. T. C. for 1929 were recently 

promulgated by the War Department. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery of the Navy and the Surgeon 
General of the U. 8S. Public Health Service 
have issued instructions to medical otlicers 
on duty at certain stations in their re- 
spective services to perform the physical 
examinations, and when required, the im- 
munization of candidates who apply to 
them for this purpose. Copies of their in- 
structions and the revised lists of the 
Navy and Marine Corps recruiting sta- 
tions and the U. S. Public Health hos- 
pitals and outpatient effices where appli- 
cants may apply are attached to the in- 
struction. Corps Area commanders are au- 
thorized to communicate directly with 
Navy and Marine Corps recruiting officers 
and medical officers of the U. S. Public 
Health Service to arrange such details as 
may be necessary. 

Certain slight physical deficiences, when 
not incapacitating nor due to demonstrable 
pathological causes, are authorized to be 
waived, 


ANIMAL TABLES SHOW CUT. 

“Temporary Tables of Animal Distri- 
bution on Basis of 34,000 Animals” were 
issued during the past week, and will 
constitute the basis for requisitions, for 
replacements, and for the authorized 
number of animals to be maintained until 
further instruction. 

The total animal authorization last year 
was 40,126, the animals actually on hand 
December 31, 1928, having numbered 36,586. 

It is held by officers who have studied the 
new tables that Congress, in restricting ap- 
propriations for Army animals and thus 
necessitating the current drastic retrench- 
ment, curtails to a serious extent the peace- 
time training of the units affected, and 
practically prevents the attainment by our 
Army of the fundamental military advan- 
tage of striking the first blow. 

Combat conditions cannot be adequately 
simulated with the animals now made 
available, it is contended. It is further 
held that in the event of war, although the 
United States has more horses and mules 
than any other country, the extra animals 
needed, of however healthy stock, cannot 
be concentrated and inured to concentra- 
tion, to say nothing of being trained mili- 
tarily, in time to be effective in the first 
line of deferse.

For the Navy and Marine Corps: 

1. Representative Britten is sponsor- 
ing his Britten Line Personnel bill and 
the Marine Corps Personnel bill and ex- 
pects to press both for action. 

2, No plans have been announced by 
Senator Hale as to what will be done 
on personnel measures in the Senate, 
but he is sympathetic toward any move 
to reach a solution. 

The Maas-Furlow bill has the endorse- 
ment of Chairman James, of the House 
Military Committee, who desires the ac- 
celeration of Army promotion for all 
branches but along the lines of the 
combined Maas-Wainwright proposals 
rather than in the single list proposed 
by the Senate. It is believed that there 
will be informal conferences between 
Senator Reed and Representative James 
before any definite action is taken to 
clarity the plans for speeding up pro- 
motion, but that no enactment can be 
looked for during the extra session.

JAMES on April 15 introduced the 
bill (H. R. 88) to create a Reserve Di- 
vision in the .War Department. The 





measure reads as follows: 


se it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
An erica in Congress assembled, That: the 
Act entitled “An Act-‘for making further 
and more effectual provision for the na- 
tional defense, and for other purposes,” ap- 
proved June 3, 1916, as amended; be, and 
the same is hereby, further amended by 
inserting after section 38 a new section 
as follo ~ 









: 39. The Reserve Division of the 
War Department. There is hereby created 
the Reserve Division of the War Depart- 
ment. This division shall consist of one 
chief of the Reserve Division with the rank 
ot major general, appointed from officers of 
the Regular Army in accordance with sec- 
tion 4c of this Act, and six other officers 
to be assigned to duty in the Reserve Divi- 
sion by the Secretary of War: Provided, 
That at least three of the officers so as- 
signed shall be members of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps. 

“The duties to be performed by the chief 
of the Reserve Division shall be prescribed 
by the Secretary of War and shall include 
general supervision under the Chief of 
Staff of the administration and development 
of the Officers’ Reserve Corps. In the per- 
formance of these duties the existing bu- 
reaus, departments, and agencies of the 
War Department shall be utilized as far 
as practicable. In coordination with the 
General Staff, the chief of the Reserve Di- 
vision shall be consulted regarding, and 
kept informed and advised of, all existing 
and proposed policies, regulations, plans, 
and orders affecting the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, and he will make directly to the 
Chief of Staff recommendations pertaining 
thereto. He shall maintain contact with 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps, and through in- 
spections in person or by representatives, 
shall keep the Chief of Staff informed of 
their state of efficiency and measures for 
their proper development. 

“The reserve officers on duty in the Re- 
serve Division shall be called to active duty 
with their own consent for this purpose, 
and while so serving shall receive the active 
duty pay and allowances of their grades 
as prescribed in the Pay Readjustment Act 
of June 10, 1922. Appropriations are hereby 
authorized to be made annually for the con- 
tingent and operating expenses of the Re- 
serve Division. 

“The Secretary of War is authorized to 
transfer or assign to the Reserve Division 
such clerical personnel as in his judgment 
may be necessary.” 

Sec. 2. That all laws and parts of laws 
inconsistent with this Act are hereby 


repealed.

For Medical Corp Increase 
T° provide for the reorganization of 

the Medical Corps of the Army, in- 
creasing its strength, Rrepresentative 
J. Mayhew Wainwright has introduced 
the following bill during this session of 
Congress: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled, That 
the Medical Department shall consist of 
the Surgeon General, the Medical Corps, 
the Dental Corps, the Veterinary Corps, 
the Nurse Corps, and the Medical Auxil- 
iary Corps. 

Sec. 2. The Surgeon General shall be 
the chief of the Medicai Department. He 
shall be appointed and shall have tenure 
of office and active retired rank, pay, and 
allowances as now provided by law: Pro- 
vided, That upon vacation of office by the 
present incumbent, and thereafter, the 
Surgeon General shall be appointed from 
among the general officers of the Medical 
Corps of the Regular Army: Provided 
further, That of the general officers herein 
authorized for the Medical Department 
there shall be assigned to duty in the 
office of the Surgeon General, as assis- 
tants to the Surgeon General, such num- 
ber as the Secretary of War may direct. 

See. 3. The Medical Corps shall consist 
of two major generals, four brigadier gen- 
erals, and 1,310 officers in grades from 
colonel to first lieutenant inclusive: Pro- 
vided, That major generals of the Medi- 
eal Corps shall be appointed from officers 
of the grade of brigadier general of the 
Medical Corps, and brigadier generals of 
the Medical Corns shall be appointed from 
officers of the grade of colonel of the 
Medical Corps whose names are borne on 
an eligible list prepared annually by a 
board convened by the Secretary of War 
nnd consisting of the Surgeon General and 
not less than two other general oflicers of 
Medical Department components. 

Sec. 4. The Dental Corps shall consist 
of one brigadier general and 27@ officers in 
grades from colonel to first lieutenant, 
inclusive: Provided, That the brigadier 
general of the Dental Corps shall be ap- 
pointed from officers of the grade of col- 
onel of the Dental Corps whose names are 
borne on an eligible list prepared annu- 
ally by a board convened by the Secretary 
of-War and consisting of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral and not less than two other general 
officers of the Medical Department com- 
ponents, 

Sec. 5. The Veterinary Corps shall con- 
sist of one brigadier general, 186 officers 
in grades from colonel to second lieu- 
tenant, inclusive, and 890 enlisted men 
distributed in the percentage of grades 
authorized by law for the Army as a 
whole: Provided, That the brigadier gen- 
eral of the Veterinary Corps shall be ap 
pointed frem officers of the grade of col 
onel of the Veterinary Corps whose names 
are borne on an eligible list prepared an- 
nually by a board convened by the Secre- 
tary of War and consisting of the Sur- 
xeon General and not less than two other 
general oflicers of . Medical Department 
components: Provided further, That for 
purposes of promotion, longevity pay, and 
retirement there-shall be credited to offi- 
cers of the Veterinary Corps all full-time 
service rendered by them as a veterinarian 
in the, Quartermaster Department, Cav- 
alry, or Field Artillery, prior to June 38, 
1916:* Brevided further; That all enlisted 
men of the Medical Department assigned 
to veterinary service on the date this act 
becoriies effeetive are hereby transferred to 
the Veterinary Corps in the grades, rat- 
ings, and relative rank held by them at 
that time. . 

Sec. 6. The Nurse Corps shall be con- 
stituted and organized as now provided 
by law for the Army Nurse Corps. The 
members of the Army ‘Nurse Corps are 
hereby transferred to and shall hereafter 
be designated as members of the Nurse 
Corps, and all laws applicable to the 
members of the Army Nurse Corps are 
hereby made applicable to the members 
of the Nurse Corps: Vrovided, That here- 
after members of the Nurse Corps shall 
have relative rank as follows: The super- 
intendent the relative rank of colonel, 
assistant superintendents and directors the 
relative rank of lieutenant colonel, assis- 
tant directors the relative rank of major, 
chief nurses serving as principal the rela- 
tive rank of captain, chief nurses serving 
as assistants the relative rank of first lieu- 
tenant, and nurses the relative rank of 
second lieutenant. 

Sec. 7. The Medical Auxiliary Corps 
shall consist of 107 officers in grades from 
colonel to second lieutenant, inclusive, and 
8,010 enlisted men distributed in the per- 
centage of grades authorized by law for 
the Army as a whole: Provided, That 
officers now holding commissions in the 
Medical Administrative Corps shall here- 
after be known and designated as officers 
of the Medical Auxiliary Corps, with the 
Same tenure of commission in said Medi- 
eal Auxiliary Corps as that now held by 
them in said Medical Administrative Corps, 
and as officers of said Medical Auxiliary 
Corps shall have rank of the same grades 
and dates as that now held by them in 
said Medical Administrative Corps:: Pro- 
vided further, That hereafter an original 
appointment as an officer of the Medical 
Auxiliary Corps shall, under such regu- 
lations ‘as may be prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of War, be made in the grade of 
second lieutenant trom candidates between 
the ages of 21 and 30 years of age, who 
are enlisted men of the Medical Auxiliary 
Corps or the Veterinary Corps of the 
Regular Army with at least two years’ 
service in the Medical Department, or who 
are civilian graduates of reputable schools 
of pharmacy: Provided further, That at 
any time within two years from the date 
this act becomes effective not more than 
15 of the commissioned vacancies in the 
Medical Auxiliary Corps created by this

Arms Meet Progress Slow 

ITTLE progress has been made dur- 

ing the opening days of the Pre- 
paratory Commission at Geneva and so 
far none of the rumored developments 
have materialized. 

Rumors of sensational moves to be 
made by representatives of the major 
naval powers toward a basis of accord 
for further limitation continue to cir- 
culate with no foundation from any 
official source. There are no indications 
at present that Lord Cushendun, head 
of the British delegation, has any fresh 
proposal to offer either in open session 
or in private conversation and there 
seems every reason to believe that the 
Hoover Administration plans no de- 
parture from the Coolidge policy of 
marking time so far as any radical de- 
partures are concerned. 

To date the time of the conference 
has been taken up largely by discussion 
of the Russian disarmament proposal 
which Maxim Litvinoff, vice commissar 
for foreign affairs, has been vainly 
striving to force to an issue.

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CONGRESS LIKELY TO ACT ON “LOBBYING” BY OFFICERS. 

O PROTECT OFFICERS of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps. from whatever 
T consequences he expects them to suffer for testifying before House or Senate 
Committees, Representativ LaGuardia this week introduced a bill that no officer 
shall “be transferred, demoted, reprimanded, disciplined, or otherwise punished” for 
It is significant that he confines the measure to testimony requested by 
Committees.. There are well-founded reports to the effect that Congress itself is 
growing antagonistic to lobbying activities on the part of certain men who claimed 
to represent the Army. Congress feels that officers should be granted full oppor- 
tunity to testify freely. It is not considered desirable that individual officers should 
‘seek out legislators after such hearings to urge the furtherance of personal desires 
or seek to take advantage of the liberal treatment accorded them to act as prompters 
to- friendly members at executive hearings. If the War Department does not act, it 
has been intimated that Congress will do so.

CONGRESSMAN MAAS SLATED FOR MILITARY COMMITTEE. 

"HILE those to be selected for the various vacancies on the Senate and House 
\ Military and Naval Committees have not been definitely determined on, it has 
been learned that Representative Melvin J. Maas (Minn.), of the House Foreign 
‘Affairs Committee, is slated for the vacancy on the Hcuse Military Committee 
created by the retirement of Congressman Furlow. Those acquainted with Mr. 
Maas characterize him as a strong friend of national defense. He is intensely 
interested in military and naval activities, particularly aviation. This week he 
sponsored the original Furlow Air Corps bill to create a separate promotion list 
for the Air Corps, which will be considered by the House Military Committee next 
regular session. 

Congressman Maas served overseas in the aviation branch of the Marine Corps 
for 10 months, after enlisting in that Service at the outbreak of the World War. 
He is at present a captain in the Marine Corps Reserve and is president of the 
National Marine Corps Reserve Officers’ Association. He is from St. Paul, Minn. 





HIGHER RANK FOR PRESIDENT’S PHYSICIAN SOUGHT. 
J Bais. ATIOs eranting to the officer of the Medical Cerps of the Army or Navy 
who is assigned to duty as the personal physician of the President, the rank, 
pay and allowances of a colonel of the Medical Corps or a medical director with 
the rank of captain, while he is serving in that assignment, will be recommended 
to Congress by the Navy Department. 

Passage of the proposed bill will give Lt. Comdr. Joel T. Boone, the President’s 
physician, the recognition urged by the Army and Navy Journal in its editorial 
columns in its last issue. 

Initiated by the Bureau of Navigation, the tentative draft of the bill has been 
submitted to the budget for approval and in view of all the circumstances it is felt 
that approval will be given it there. 

Comdr. Boone succeeds, as “The personal physician to the President,” Maj. J. F. 
Coupal, Medical Corps, U. S. A., who under the Act of May 16, 1928, was granted 
the temporary rank, pay and allowances of a colonel. The act, however, applied 
specifically to Major Coupal and does not make the same provision for the present 
incumbent. 

Prior to the withdrawal of the Mayflower, Comdr., Bocne was assigned to her 
with his White House duties “additional.” Now he is assigned as Presidential 
physician and the Department feels that the responsibilities are such as to warrant 
the proposed increase in rank and pay, particularly in view of the precedent set 
in Major Coupal’s case.

SSIGNMENT of Rear Adm. Joseph M. Reeves to the General Board of the Navy, 
~% on completion of his tour of duty in command of the Aircraft Squadrons, Battle 
Fleet, virtually completes the annual fiag command shifts. ; ; 

Although Rear Adm. H. V. Butler is not scheduled to relieve him until May 21 
there is a possibility that immediate orders will be issued for Admiral Reeves 
to report to Washington. With the Congressional committee investigation of the 
problem of coast defense under way it is anticipated that Admiral Reeves will 
be needed for the hearings. It is felt that his practical experience with aviation 
afloat will make his testimony highly important. 

It is an interesting sidelight on the old aviation controversy to note the insistence 
of the Navy Department on having an officer of high rank, recognized ability and 
practical areonautical experience on the General Board. Unofficially, it is under- 
stood, the Admiral preferred some other assignment, a naval district for instance 
for his shore duty, and the fact that the Department is crdering him here where 
his experience will be most valuable in helping to formulate policies and in keeping 
the Navy ahead in modern warfare, is still another proof of the importance of the 
role the Navy assigns to aviation in its plans for the future. 





HOPE FOR RENEWAL OF ARMY-NAVY ATHLETIC RELATIONS. 

ENEROUS PARTICIPATION OF the Hoover Cabinet in the opening of the 

baseball season indicates a hearty interest by this Administration in clean, 
wholesome sports. 

If this be correct it gives hope that the deadlock over athletic relations between 
West Point and Annapolis may be broken and the annual competition that has 
meant so much to the strapping youngsters of both institutions resumed. 

‘There is still another side to this question that the two Secretaries and the Come 
mander-in-Chief might well consider. The annual football clash had become the 
outstanding event in American amateur athletics. It brought the Army and Navy 
before the public in a way that nothing else does, thus serving a double purpose, 
benefiting the morale and physical well-being of the officers-to-be and giving the 
public a chance each year to know better the fine type of young America in our 
service schools.

Memorial to U. S. N. Mine Force. 

A war memorial in the form of an en- 
dowed hospital bed has been established 
in the Northern Infirmary at Inverness, 
Scotland, to commemorate American par- 
ticipation in the Northern Barrage Opera- 
tions in the North Sea, and in remembrance 
of many kindnesses received by members 
of the United States Naval Mine Force 
from the people of the Highlands during 
the World War. The endowment sum of 
$5,100 was contributed by officers and men 
who took part and other participants and 
some friends. 

Inverness was chosen as the most ap- 
propriate place for a memorial, as the for- 
mer headquarters of the American Mine 
Force and now the nearest conveniently 
accessible place in the vicinity of the war- 
time service. The Northern Infirmary, the 
sole general hospital for the six northern 
counties of Scotland, has long needed 
renovation and endowment, and this being 
lately undertaken gave the Mine Force an 
opportunity to offer this contribution, 
which might serve to perpetuate the 
friendly spirit of the war-time association. 
On behalf of the directors of the Infirmary, 
The Mackintosh of Mackintosh wrote that 
the “splendid gift of the old U. S. N. 
‘Mining Squadron’ and its friends to the 
Northern Infirmary Reconstruction Fund is 
most welcome.”

Preparing Moon Sights 

(TABLES which will provide a means of 

using moon sights in daytime for nay« 
igation purposes and particularly aerial 
navigation purposes are being prepared 
by the Naval Observatory. The tables, 
which will be called the Aeronautical 
Supplement to the American Nautical 


Almanac, will be issued three times @ 
year, the first tables to be issued in July 
for the quarter of Sept. 1 to Dec. 31, 


The purposes of the tables will be to 
provide a faster means of navigation for 
the aviator, as they are so arranged that 
readings can be given approximately every 
10 minutes. The tables are not new in so 
far as the mathematical conception is con- 
cerned, but are amplified from tables in 
the Nautical Almanac. 

These tables are designed to overcome 
one of the most serious handicaps of the 
aviator, that of correctly getting his posi- 
tion in a short time. They are also easy 
to handle, being. of about the same size as 
the Nautical Almanac. 

The position is found by the taking of 
readings of the sun and moon in daytime, 
the crossing of the lines giving the posi< 
tion, 

Second setting watches are also being 
turned out by the Naval Observatory at the 
rate of two a month. The main feature of 
these watches is that the second hand can 
be set by turning the dial underneath the 
second hand, so that the time can be gotten 
more closely. 

These watches are the result of the great 
need of speed in the air and eliminate the 
necessity for setting with a chronometer. 
They can also be used in the place of a 
watch. 

While of great benefit to aerial 
tion they are also adaptable for 
navigation.

EXPLAIN DRESS COAT LENGTH.

under test for the past year, have been 
adopted, with slight modifications, and 
embodied in Training Regulations, TR 
50-70, C 2, and TR 150-25, C 2. 


In these exercises the trooper first starts 
on the pistol course, riding at full gallop, 
and firing at seven targets arranged tc 
right and right front of track; still gallop- 
ing, he exchanges magazines, and passes 
seven targets to left, left front, and right 
rear. His cartridges are now expended 
and he returns his pistol to its holster and 
draws his sabre without interrupting his 
gallop; along the sabre track het attacks 
10 dummies in succession, arranged along 
the right and left of track, clearing a ditch: 
and two hurdles in his course. 

This combination of the two courses, with 
the modifications they have undergone, 
makes it more difficult for soldiers to qual- 
ify and more nearly resembles true com- 
bat conditions.

ASSURANCE THAT STEPS would be taken to alleviate the present pay situation 
as soon as possible was given this week, when Representative W. Frank James 
and Senator David’ A, Reed sponsored resolutions providing for the formation of a 
Joint Congressional Committee to study the question of Service pay. There is 
little question but that the Chairmen of the Military Committees will press the 
resolution vigorously and the Committee formed before the extra session adjourns. 
MUCH INTEREST IS expressed at the Capitol in the entire subject of Service 
compensation. The entire Congress was apprised by the Army and Navy 
Journal of the general principles formulated by the Joint Army and Navy Pay 
Board. The legislators, particularly those on the Military and Naval Committees, 
expect to study the recommendations of the Board closely and with sympathetic 
scrutiny. 
ETIRED PAY ADJUSTMENT will prove one of the major problems in revision 
of the present Pay Act. There are many angles to the question of retired 
pay, which vitally affect every officer now in the Service. Representative Harold 
G. Hoffman, a member of the House Military Committee, has considered this phase 
of the pay question consistently and has been constantly endeavoring to do away 
with existing injustices to retired officers. He has reintroduced a measure to credit 
retired officers with all commissioned service which may be counted under existing 
law in the computation of longevity pay and pay periods. It is worthy of the 
attention of the Joint Congressional Committee which will study the subject. 
NOTHER PHASE OF the retired pay problems lies in the fact that under 
existing law dependents of retired officers, who do not die on active service, do 
not receive six months’ pay gratuity now allowed all other officers’ dependents. 
This purpose of this gratuity is to save the officers’ loved ones from want. It would 
seem that the extension of the provision for the payment of this gratuity to all 
officers, active and retired, would be a simple act of justice and a recognition of 
the officer’s life long services to his country, 


HE PROMOTION QUESTION will continue to face Congress until a solution is 


reached. To facilitate action, ineasures were introduced in the Senate and 
House this week which again bring the problem to the fore. Senator Reed has 
sponsored a measure, which is said to contain what was agreed upon in conference 
last session up to the point where revision was discussed. Representative Maas, 
who will probably succeed Mr, Furlow on the House Military Committee, has re- 
introduced the original Furlow Air Corps bill. Outside of informal conferences it 
is not expected that much will be done during the extra session. But it is expected 
that the way will be cleared for definite action in the regular session. 
HE RESERVE OFFICERS’ ASSOCIATION of the United States meets in an- 

nual convention at Indianapolis tomorrow. The Association has unfalteringly 
sought to develop the Organized Reserve in accordance with the Pershing plan. It 
has fostered the “One-Army” spirit so essential in the maintenance of the closest 
relations between all components of the Army of the United States. Its influence 
in interesting communities in National Defense, in liaison between the Army and 
the taxpayers has been of incalculable benefit to National Defense. The sympa- 
thetic attitude of the War Department, the personal interest of the Chief of Staff, 
the unflagging efforts of Colonel Stone and other officers connected with the Or- 
ganized Reserve activities are deeply appreciated by the members of the Reserve 
Association. The strides taken under the able administration of General Hoffman 
will be continued by his successor. We wish the Association continued success in 
its work on behalf of National Defense. 


| THIS CONNECTION, it is interesting to note that Congressman James has 

reintroduced a measure providing for the creation of a Reserve Division in the 
War Department. The Organized Reserve has reached a point in its growth, where 
coordination of its manifold administrative requirements is imperative. The crea- 
tion of a Reserve Division, according to War Department authorities, will make 
available the machinery necessary for such administration. 


wr ALL THE HUE and cry from the pacifist about taking the limitation of 
armament question out of the hands of the naval experts? 

Those extremists who would have America sacrifice her birthright and make 
concessions demanded by other powers that would leave her hopelessly inferior in 
sea power and unable to defend herself against aggression apparently lose sight 
of the fact that after all, these officers are not the last word, they are technical 
advisers; that the mission is under a civilian head and that in the final analysis 
the home government holds the reins with a firm hand. 

With all respect and due appreciation of the firm stand taken by Secretary Kel- 
logg at the last Geneva fiasco in refusing to consider proposals that were not 
predicated on mutual concessions and a fair deal, it was our naval experts who had 
to analyze the technical questions-and pass on-involved problems of tonnage, 
cruising radius and scores of other issues involved in the maintenance of the ratio 
of the Washington conference. 

Were it possible for the American public to know Rear Adm. Hilary P. Jones, 
the ranking member of our naval delegation, as we know him, the clamor for the 
withdrawal of naval officers from the negotiations would have died aborning. It 
would be hard to conceive of any honest-minded American citizen more genuinely 
desirous of seeing the limitation of naval armament further restricted and com- 
petition eliminated. For several years his ripe wisdom has been probing for a 
mutual basis of agreement. All of his long’ experience is being used to further this 
end. His negotiations with naval experts of other naval powers have inspired re- 
spect on both sides and he and his conferes are open-mindedly seeking a way out 
of the maze of conflicting international interest. 

Demanding only that America be left in position to guarantee herself against 
aggression, our naval experts, working with the civilian head of the delegation, 
ere doing their best to arrive at an understanding.

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Text of Reed Army Promotion Bill 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the aggregate number of commissioned officers 
of the Regular Army and Philippine Scouts on the active list shall not exceed the 
number now or hereafter expressly authorized by law, and all such officers, except 
flying officers of the Air Corps, officers of the Medical Department, chaplains, and 
professors, shall be promoted to grades below brigadier general, as prescribed in 
section 2 of this Act; and the number thereof in each of the grades below brigadier 
general shall be such as results from the operation of the promotion system pre- 
scribed in section 2 of this Act, and shall not be otherwise limited; and, except as 
otherwise in this Act prescribed, the aggregate number of such officers in the grades 
of colonel and lieutenant colonel shall not exceed 15 per centum, and the aggregate 
number of such officers in the field grades shall not be less than 26 per centum, of 
the total number of such officers on the active list. 

Sec. 2. That all promotions under this Act shall be subject to such examination as 
shall have been required by authority of law. Officers in the grades of second 
lieutenant, first lieutenant, captain, major, and lieutenant colonel shall, except as 
otherwise prescribed in this Act, be promoted to the respective next higher grade 
when their names appear first in their grade upon the promotion list, and when, 
under provisions of this Act, they are credited with three, ten, fifteen, twenty, and 
twenty-six years of service, respectively. The promotion of majors credited with 
twenty years of service shall be deferred so long as necessary to prevent the limita- 
tion of 15 per centum hereinbefore prescribed for the Combined grades of colonel and 
lieutenant colonel being exceeded,and no officer shall be promoted to the grade of colonel 
until he shall have served at least two years in the grade of lieutenant colonel: 
Provided, That officers not promoted from the grade of major under the foregoing 
provisions shall be promoted to the grade of lieutenant colonel when, under provi- 
sions of this Act, they are credited for promotion purposes with not less than twenty 
years of service and are also not less than fifty-two years of age, and officers so 
promoted under this proviso shall be promoted to the grade of colonel when credited 
with twenty-six years of service, or as soon thereafter as they shall have served not 
less than two years in the grade of lieutenant colonel, and all officers promoted under 
this proviso shall be additional numbers in the grades of lieutenant colonel and 
colonel and shall not be counted in computing the maximum percentage hereinbefore 
prescribed for such grades: Provided further, That in the application of the fore- 
going proviso each United States Military Academy class, exclusive of any members 
thereof whose position on the promotion list may have been changed by sentence of 
court-martial, shall be treated as a unit as of the average age of the members of the 
class. In so far as necessary to maintain the prescribed minimum of field officers, 
captains credited with less than fifteen years of service shall be promoted in the 
order of their standing upon the promotion list. Any officer having the requisite 
length of service for promotion to a grade under this section. but whose promotion 
thereto is deferred by limitations herein prescribed, shall, upon retirement prior to 
promotion thereto, have the rank and retired pay of the grade to which his length of 
service entitles him, 

Sec. 3. That the Secretary of War shall cause ‘o be prepared a list of all flying 
officers of the Air Corps of the Regular Army. The names on this list shall be 
arranged in the same relative order that they now have on the Army promotion list, 
and no officer whose name appears on such list of flying officers of the Air Corps shall 
be considered as having less commissioned service than any officer whose name is 
below his on this list. All flying officers commissioned in the Air Corps after the 
formation of the original list of flying officers of the Air Corps shall be placed 
thereon in accordance with length of commissioned service. Any officer whose posi- 
tion on the list of flying officers of the Air Corps is changed by sentence of a general 
court-martial or by law shall be deemed to have the same commissioned service as 
the officer next below whom he may be placed by such change. 

All flying officers of the Air Corps below the grade of colonel shall be promoted 
in the order of their standing on the list of flying officers of the Air Corps and, except 
as otherwise in this section provided, shall be promoted to the grade of first lieutenant 
when credited with three years’ commissioned service; to the grade of captain when 
credited with seven years’ commissioned service; to the grade of major when credited 
with twelve years’ commissioned service; to the grade of lieutenant colonel when 
credited with twenty years’ commissioned service; to the grade of colonel when 
credited with twenty-six years’ commissioned service: Provided, That the number of 
flying officers of the Air Corps in the grade of colonel shall not be less than 4 per 
centum nor more than 6 per centum, and the number in the grade of lieutenant 
colonel shall not be less than 5 per centum nor more than 8 per centum, and the 
aggregate number in the grades of colonel, lieutenant colone!, and major shall not be 
less than 26 per centum nor more than 40 per centum of the total number of flying 
officers of the Air Corps, and in so far as necessary to maintain said minimum per- 
centages, flying officers of the Air Corps of less than the required years of com- 
missioned service shall be promoted to the grades of colonel, lieutenant colonel, and 
major, and only in so far as their promotion will not cause said maximum per- 
centages to be exceeded shall officers who have completed the prescribed years of 
commissioned service be promoted to the grades of colonel, lieutenant colonel, and 
major. 

Sec. 4. The percentages prescribed in the foregoing sections of this Act shall he 
computed on the effective date thereof and thereafter on July 1 of each year, and 
each such computation shall continue in effect until the next succeeding computation 
is made. No officer shall be reduced in rank or pay as a result of any such computa- 
tion. 

Sec. 5. That cach professor, United States Military Academy, shall, if his name 
was carried on the promotion list at the time of his appointment as a professor, have 
the rank, pay, and allowances of colonel from the date he would become entitled to 
promotion to that grade had he not been appointed professor and had his name been 
continued on the promotion list; and each professor whose name was not carried upon 
the promotion list at the time of his appointment as professor shall have the rank, 
pay, and allowances of a colonel from the same date as the professor next junior 
whose name was so carried: Provided, That nothing herein shall change the present 
relative rank of the professors, United States Military Academy. 

Sec. 6. Length of service for promotion and for relative rank of officers promoted 
under this Act shall be computed as follows: 

First. Each officer originally commissioned in the Regular Army as of a date prior 
to July 2, 1920, without prior Federal commissioned service, whose active commis- 
sioned service shall have been continuous since acceptance of original commission, 
shall Le credited with the full period from the date of such original commission. 

Second. Each officer commissioned in the Regular Army or Philippine Scouts as 
of a date prior to July 2, 1920, who is not included in the category defined in the 
preceding subparagraph shall be credited with a length of service equal to that 
accredited to the officer of said category whose name appears nearest above his 
on the promotion list. 

Third. Each officer originally commissioned in the grade of second lieutenant 
in the Regular Army or Philippine Scouts as of a date after July 1, 1920, shall be 
credited only with the period of service from the date of such original commission: 
Provided, That each officer not included in any of the foregoing categories and each 
officer of said categories whose original relative position on the promotion list 
shall have been changed or affected by sentence of court-martial, by special enact- 
ment, by discontinuity of his active service, or by suspension from promotion, shall 
be credited with such length of service for promotion as the Secretary of War 
shall determine to be appropriate to his relative position on the promotion list. 

Sec. 7. That all prior statutory provisions governing the termination of active 
service of officers shall, except as otherwise specifically prescribed in this act, 
continue in full force and effect and be administered as now provided by law. Ex- 
cepting. section 190, Revised Statutes of the United States, all laws or parts of laws 
restricting the freedom of persons on the retired lists of the Regular Army, who 
are otherwise eligible to accept any civil office or employment, or affecting their 
retired status or retired pay on account of holding any civil office or employment 
and receiving the compensation thereof, are hereb: repealed in so far as they 
apply to said persons; and any such person who may be employed in any civil 
office or position under authority of the United States shail be entitled to receive 
the full compensation allotted to such office or position without regard to such 
person’s retired pay. When any officer of the Regular Army or Philippine Scouts 
shall have served 35 years or more, including all service counted toward eligibility 
tor voluntary retirement under existing laws, he shall, if he makes applica- 








Text of Maas-Furlow Air Corps Bill - 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the Secretary of War shall cause to be prepared 
an Air Corps promotion list on which shall be placed the names of all officers of the 
Air Corps of the Regular Army below the grade of Colonel. The names on this list 
shall be arranged in the same relative order that they now have on the Army pro- 
motion list and shall be removed from the Army promotion list, and no officer whose 
name appears on the original Air Corps promotion list shall be considered as having 
less commissioned service than any officer whose name is below his on this list. All 
officers commissioned in the Air Corps after the formation of the original Air Corps 
promotion list shall be placed thereon in accord with length of commissioned service 
Any officer whose position on the Air Corps promotion list is changed by sentence of 
a general court-martial or by law shall be deemed to have the same commissioned 
service as the officer next below whom he may be placed by such change. 

Sec. 2. Except as herein provided, Air Corps flying officers shall be promoted to the 
grade of first lieutenant when credited with three years’ commissioned service: to the 
grade of captain when credited with seven years’ commissioned service; to the grade 
of major when credited with 12 years’ commissioned service; to the grade of lieu- 
tenant colonel when credited with 20 years’ commissioned service; to the grade of 
colonel when credited with 26 years’ commissioned service.

Officers designated in any fiscal year for transfer from the active list shall, for 
purposes of computations under provisions of this Act, be deemed to have been 
transferred from the active list during the fiscal year in which designated, notwith- 
standing the deferment of separation as herein authorized. 

Sec. 9. That on and after the date of the passage of this Act, Hunter Liggett 
and Rotert L. Bullard, major generals, United States Army, retired, shall have the 
rank of lieutenant general on the retired list of the United States Army, and shal 
receive pay and allowances determined as provided by law for other officers on the 
retired list, and based upon the active pay and allowances provided for lieutenant 
generals during the World War. Said Hunter Liggett shall also be entitled to 
receive an amount equal to the difference between such pay and allowances, and 
the pay and allowances of a major general, retired, from March 21, 1921, to the 
date of the passage of this Act. Said Robert L. Bullard shall also be entitled to 
receive an amount equal to the difference between such pay and allowances and the 
pay and allowances of a major general, retired, from January 15, 1925, to the date 
of the passage of this Act. 

See. 10. That the President of the United States be, and he is hereby, author- 
ized to nominate and, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, to appoint 
any commissioned officer of the Army who served in the Army of the United States 
during the World War, whose service during that war was creditable, and who has 
been or hereafter may be retired according to law, to a rank on the retired list 
at the highest rank held by him during the World War, but, except as otherwise 
specified in section 9 of this Act, not above the rank of major general: Provided, 
That no increase of retired pay and allowances shall result from the provisions 
of this section. 

See. 11. That except as specifically provided in this Act, nothing therein shall 
be held or construed to discharge any officer from the Regular Army or to deprive 
him of the commission which he holds therein, or to reduce the rank or pay, active 
or retired, of any officer therein. All laws and parts of laws, in so far as the same 
are inconsistent herewith or are in conflict with any of the provisions hereof, 
are hereby repealed. 
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Text of Navy Line Personnel Bill 
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Following is the text of the Britten Line Personnel Bill as introduced this ‘session: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That so much of the Naval Appropriation Act approved 
Aug. 29, 1916 (Statutes at Large, volume 39, page 576; United States Code, title 34, section 
4), as provides: “That the total number of commissioned line officers on the active list at 
any one time, exclusive of commissioned warrant officers, shall be distributed in the pro- 
portion of one of the grade of rear admiral to four in the grade of captain, to seven in 
the grade of commander, to fourteen in the grade of lieutenant commander, to thirty-two 
and one-half in the grade of lieutenant, to forty-one and one-half in the grades of lieu- 
tenant (junior grade) and ensign, inclusive:” is hereby amended to read as follows: That 
the total number of commissioned line officers on the active list at any one time, exclusive 
of commissioned warrant officers, shall be distributed in the proportion of one in the 
erade of rear admiral, to four in the grade of captain, to eight in the grade of com- 
mander, to fifteen in the grade of lieutenant commander, to thirty in the grade of lieu- 
tenant, to forty-two in the grades of lieutenant (junior grade) and ensign, inclusive: 
That no officer shall be reduced in rank or pay or separated from the active list

Sec. 2. The selection board established by the act of August 29, 1916, shall be con- 
at least once each year and at such times as the Secretary of the Navy may direct.

convening of the selection board next ensuing, the Secretary of the Navy may, in his 
discretion, convene a selection board to recommend for promotion such additional number 
of officers as may be necessary to fill said vacancies. 

Sec. : Except as provided in section 7, captains, commanders, and lieutenant com- 
manders, who shall not have been recommended for promotion to the next higher grade 
by the report of a line selection board as approved by the President prior to the comple- 
tion of 35, 28, or 21 years, respectively, of commissioned service in the Navy, shall be 
ineligible for consideration by a line-selection board, and any officer in said grades shall 
likewise be ineligible for consideration who on June 30 of the calendar year of the con- 
vening of the board shall have had less than four years’ service in his grade: Provided, 
That the commissioned service of Naval Academy graduates, for the purpose of this 
section only, shall be computed from June 30 of the calendar year in which tho class in 
which they graduated completed its academic course, or, if its academic course was more 
or less than four years, from June 30 of the calendar year in which it would have com- 
pleted an academic course of four years: Provided further, That except as provided in 
section 7, officers of any grade commissioned in the line of the Navy from sources other 
than the Naval Academy, shall become ineligible for consideration by a selection board 
when the members of the Naval Academy class next junior to them at the date of their 
original permanent commission as ensign or above become ineligible for consideration 
under the provisions of this section. 

Sec. 4. The names of all officers recommended for promotion to the next higher grade 
by the report of a line-selection board as approved by the President shall be placed on 
a promotion list and except as otherwise provided in this section, shall not be considered 
again for the next higher grade by any subsequent selection board. Promotions to fill 
vacancies in the grades of commander and above shall be made from officers of the next 
lower grade whose names appear on said promotion list. Officers so promoted pursuant to 
the recommendations of the same report shall take rank with one another in accordance 
with their seniority in the grade from which promoted, and officers recommended in an 
earlier report shall. when promoted, have precedence of officers recommended in a later 
report: Provided, That the Secretary of the Navy, may, in his discretion, with the approval 
of the President. remove the name of any oflicer from said promotion list and submit it 
to the next ensuing selection board for consideration and recommendation. If recom- 
mended for promotion by said board and approved by the President, the name of such 
officer shall be replaced on the promotion list in the position from which removed, without 
prejudice, by reason of its having been temporarily removed therefrom, and when pro- 
moted such officer shall take rank in accordance with his seniority on the promotion list 
at the time his name was removed therefrom. If not recommended by said board, such 
officer shall be subject to involuntary retirement, as provided later herein, under the 
same conditions in all respects as thouch his name had not previously been placed on the 
premotion list. If the name of any officer shall be removed from the promotion list of 
ofiicers in any grade and submitted to another board as herein provided, the number 
urnished said board by the Secretary of the Navy to be recommended for promotion to 
the next hither grade shall be increased accordingly. 
ec. 5. All officers who are not on the promotion list and who, after completion of the 
designated periods of service as prescribed for their respective vrades, become ineligible 
for consideration by a line-selection board in accordance with this act, or who, if on said 
promotion list, undergo the required examinations for promotion and are found not pro- 
‘essionally qualified, shall be transferred to the retired list of the Navy. All lieutenants 
who ere 45 or more years of age, or who have completed 20 or more years of service, 
counting all service for which they would be entitled to credit for voluntary retirement, 
and who undergo the reauired examination for promotion to lieutenant commander and 
are found not professionally qualified, shall be transferred to the retired list of the Navy: 
Provided, That if such lieutenants were permanently appointed as ensign or above in the 
permanent line of the Navy while holding permanent warrant or permanent line of the 
Navy while holding permanent warrant or permanent commissioned warrant rank in the 
Navy they shall have the option of reverting to such permanent warrant or permanent 
commissioned warrant status in the lineal position to which their seniority would have 
entitled them had their service subsequent to such appointment been rendered in the 
stetus to which they revert. 

Sec. 6. Officers retired pursuant to any section of this act shall receive pay at the 
rate of 21, per cent of their active-duty pay multiplied by the number of years of service 
for which they were entitled to credit in computation of their longevity pay on the active 
list, not to exceed a total of 75 per cent of said active-duty pay: Provided, That because 
of variations in the date of entry into the Naval Academy of members of the classes of 
1906 to 1916. inclusive. ranging from June to September. a fractional year of nine months 
or more shall be considered a full year in computing the number of years of service of 
members of those classes by which the rate of 214 per cent is multiplied. 

See. 7. When the number of involuntary transfers in any fiscal year from any grade 
to the retired list pursuant to this Act would otherwise exceed one-seventh of the au- 
thorized number of officers in said grade, less one-seventh of the authorized number in 
the crade rext above, as determined by existing computations, the selection board con- 
eerned shall designate by name such excess of officers for retention on the active list 
until the end of the next fiscal year.

If not recommended for promotion or 
avain designated for retention on the active list. they shall be transferred to the re- 
tired list in accordance with the provisions of this Act: Provided, That the selection 
beard may in any fiscal year designate for retention on the active list until the end 
of the next fiscal vear any officer who has lost numbers or precedence and has been 
yromoted after suffering such loss: Provided further. That all transfers to the retired 
list pursvant to this Act shall be made as of June 30 of the current calendar year and 
the recniting vacancies shall be regarded as occurring on that date: And provided fur- 
ther. That such number of the graduating class of the Naval Academy may be commis- 
sioned »< ensigns in excess of the total authorized number of commissioned line officers 
of the Navy es in the opinion of the Secretary of the Navv may be necessary to fill 
vacencies which will occur prier to July 1 of. the current calendar year, and thereafter 
no further anpointments shall be made in the grade of ensign until the total number of 
commissioned line officers has been reduced below that authorized by law. 

Sec. 8. Tn makine rnv computation reauired or authorized by or pursuant to this Act 
there shall be excluded from consideration those officers carried by -law as additional 
numbers. and whenever a’ final fraction of one-half or more occurs the whole number 
nevt above shall be regarded as the authorized number. 

Sec. 9. The provision in the Act approved August 29. 1916 (Thirtv-ninth Statutes at 
Large, nage 579; United States Code, title 34, section 311), prescribing maximum age 
limits for the promotion of captains, commanders, and lieutenant commanders is 
hereby repealed, 

Sec. 10. The Act of March 4, 1995, section 30 (Forty-third Statutes at Large, nage 1279; 
Tnited States Code, title 34. section 399). neeviding for the retirement of officers who 
have been specially commended for their »orfe~mane of duty in actual combat with the

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Text of Marine Corps Promoti on Bill 


Following is the text of the Marine Promotion Bill as introduced this session of 


Congress: 

To regulate the distribution and promotion of commissioned officers of the Marine 
Corps, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That existing law providing for the distribution of com- 
missioned officers on the active list in the various ranks of the Marine Corps, exclusive 
of commissioned warrant officers, is hereby amended so that hereafter said distribution 
shall be in proportion of 1 per centum in the ranks of general officers of the line, of 
whom one shall be the major general commandant, one-half shall be brigadier generals, 
and the remainder shall be major generals: 4 per centum in the rank of colonel, ex- 
clusive of officers holding permanent appointment in a staff department with the rank 
of brigadier general; 8 per centum in the rank of lieutenant colonel; 15 per centum in 
the rank of major; 30 per centum in the rank of captain; and 42 per centum in the 
rank of first lieutenant and second lieutenant combined. To determine the authorized 
number of officers in the various ranks, computations shall be made at least once each 
year and at such other times as the Secretary of the Navy may direct, based on the 
total active commissioned strength of the Marine Corps, exclusive of commissioned 
warrant officers, on the date upon Which such computation is made, and the resulting 
numbers shall be the authorized strength of such various ranks, from the date of ap- 
proval of such computation by the Secretary of the Navy, and shall not be varied he- 
tween such computations, except that the total number of second lieutenants may be 
increased within the limits of the total authorized commissioned strength: Provided, That 
the heads of the staff departments shall be general officers while holding said office, one 
with rank, pay, and allowances of a major general, and two with the rank, pay, and al- 
lowances of a brigadier general. and shall be in addition to the number of general of- 
ficers of the line herein authorized: Provided further, That any officer holding a per. 
manent appointment in a staff department below the rank of brigadier general shall, 
upon the passage of this Act, be reappointed in the line of the Marine Corps with the 
same rank, date of commission, and place on the lineal list as then held by him, and upon 
tender to him of said reappointment after confirmation by the Senate his commission 
as assistant adjutant and inspector, assistant quartermaster, or assistant paymaster 
shall be void: Provided further, That the limitation in section 1 of the Act of June 10, 
1922, relative to counting service for purpose of pay for officers appointed on and after 
July 1, 1922, shall not apply to officers so reappointed: Provided further, That no of- 
ficer shall be reduced in rink or pay, or separated from the active list of the Marine 
Corps, as a result of any computation made to determine the authorized number of 
officers in the various ranks of said corps, except as hereinafter provided, 

See. 2. That promotions to fill vacancies on the active list in the rank of major gene 
eral of the line in the Marine Corps shall be made by seniority from the rank of brigadicr 
general of the line of said corps; and that promotions to fill vacancies on the active list 
in the ranks of brigadier general of the line, colonel, and lieutenant colonel, in the Ma. 
rine Corps shall be made, subject to the usual examination, by seniority from officers in 
the next lower rank whose names appear on promotion lists, said lists to be prepared 
by a board of officers, to become effective when «approved by the President, and to remain 
in effect until the approval of the lists prepared by the next succeeding board: Provided, 
That any officer so promoted to fill a vacancy in the next higher rank shall be entitled 
to the rank, pay, and allowances of said higher rank from the date of the occurrence of 
said vacancy: Provided further, That if any officer on a promotion list fails to qualify 
professionally upon examination for promotion he shall be transferred to the retired list: 
Provided further, That so much of an Act entitled “An Act making appropriations for the 
naval service for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1917, and for other purposes, approved 
August 29, 1916, as provides loss of numbers for officers of the rank of major and above 
who fail professionally upon exumination for promotion, and that any such officers shall 
be reexamined as soon as muy be expedient after the expiration of six months, is hereby 
repealed: Provided further, That all officers of the Marine Corps now in the rank of 
second lieutenant, who have completed three of more years’ service as such, shall be 
promoted to the rank of first lieutenant, subject to the usual examination, with rank and 
pay from the date of the approval of this Act; and that hereafter all second lieutenants 
of said corps, upon the completion of three years’ commissioned service, shall he pro- 
moted to the rank of first lieutenant subject to the usual examination: Provided further, 
That any second lieutenant who fails to qualify professionally upon examination for pro- 
motion shall be honorably discharged from the Marine Corps with one year’s pay: Pro- 
vided further, That herexufter all appointments, other than of graduates of the Naval 
Academy, to the rank of second lieutenant in the Marine Corps shall be for a proba- 
tionary period of three years and may be revoked at any time’during that period by the 
Secretary of the Navy; and that the provisions of the Act of August 29, 1916, relative 
to the competitive examination of probationary second lieutenants at the end of their 
probationary period, and their rearrangement in relative rank as a result of such exami- 
nation, are hereby repeaied: Provided further, That so much of the above-mentioned 
Act, approved August 29, 1916, as provides that the provisions of section 1483 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of the United Siates shall apply to the Magsine Corps, is hereby repealed, 
and hereafter no officer shall be promoted to a higher grade or rank on the active list 
of the Marine Corps, except as provided in section 1494 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States, until he has been examined by a marine examining board and pronounced 
physically fit to perform all his duties at sea and in the ficld: Provided further, That any 
officer who fails to qualify morally upon examination for promotion shall be discharged 
with one year’s pay. 

Sec. 3. That a board for the preparation of the promotion lists of officers, provided for 
in section 2 of this Act, and of the eligible list for the heads of the staff departments, con- 
sisting of not less than nine general officers on the active list, shall be appointed and 
convened each year by the Secretary of the Navy at such time as he may direct: Pro- 
vided, That if in any year the number of officers on any promotion list is insufficient to 
fill vacancies, the Secretary of the Navy is authorized, in his discretion, to convene an 
additional board, constituted as herein provided, to prepare additional promotion lists: 
Provided further, That the eligible lists for appointment as heads of staff departments 
shall consist of the heads of said departments appointed for a term of four years, while 
holding said offices, and of only such other officers, experienced and well qualified in 
staff duties, whose names are placed on said lists by the board, shall become effective 
when approved by the President, and shall remain in effect until the approval of the 
lists prepared by the next succeeding board. 

Each member of said boards shall swear, or affirm, that he will, without prejudice or 
partiality, and having in view the efficiency of the Marine Corps and the special fitness 
of officers for advancement, perform the duties imposed upon him as herein provided. 

Each board shall consider in the preparation of promotion lists all officers who are in- 
cluded in the first four-sevenths of the authorized number of officers in each rank under 
consideration hy said board, and all other officers in that rank who shall have com- 
pleted three or more years of service in that rank on the 30th of June next following 
the meeting of the board: Provided, That duty performed by any officer under ap- 
pointment or detail on administrative staff duty, in aviation or in any technical specialty, 
shall be given weight by the board, in determining his fitness for promoticy, equal to 
that given to line duty equally well performed. 

The number of officers in each rank whose names shall be placed on the promotion list 
in any year shall be not less than one-seventh of the authorized number of officers in 
the next higher rank plus the number of vacancies then existing and which may be ex- 
pected to occur in said higher rank on or before June 30 of said year, and the total 
number of officers in each rank Whose names may be placed on the promotion list and 
eligible lists for appointment as heads of staff departments combined shall be not greater 
than three-sevenths of the authorized strength of the rank under consideration. 

Sec, 4. That each year officers in the ranks of colonel, lieutenant colonel, and major, 
who have been subject to consideration by two successive boards under the provisions 
of section 3 of this Act and whose names are not on a current promotion list nor on a 
current eligible list for appointment as head of a staff department, and were not on the 
immediately preceding similar lists, shall, in the order of their seniority in their respec- 
tive ranks, be transferred to the retired list to the number of one-seventh of the author- 
ized number of officers in their respective ranks, less the number of vacancies which 
have occurred and which will occur in their respective ranks from causes other than 
the transfer of such officers in the same rank to the retired list during the current 
fiscal year: Provided, That all transfers to the retired list pursuant to this Act shall 
be made as of June 30 of the current fiscal. year, and the resulting vacancies shall be 
regarded as occurring on that date: Provided further, That any officer who has lost 
numbers on the lineal list of his rank pursuant to the sentence of a court-martial and 
who, having been considered for promotion as provided in section 3, is not borne on a 
current promotion list nor on a current eligible list for appointment as head of a staff 
department, shall be considered, for the purposes of this section only, not to have Jost 
seniority because of such loss of numbers. 

Sec. 5. That all officers transferred to the retired list pursuant to any section of this 
Act shall receive pay at the rate provided for officers of the Marine Corps retied under 
the provisions of section 7 of an Act entitled, “An Act providing for sundry mattcrs 
affecting the naval service, and for other purposes,” approved March 4, 1925. 

Sec. 6. That in making any computation required or authorized by or pursuant to this 
Act, whenever a final fraction of one-half or more occurs the whole number next ubove 
shall be regarded as the authorized number. 

Sec. 7. That all of section 7 of an Act entitled “An Act providing for sundry matters 
affecting the naval service, and for other purposes,” approved March 4, 1925, excepting 
the first paragraph, which provides for the certification by the examining board of the 
professional qualifications of the officer under examination, and so much of the second 
paragraph as relates to the professional examinatiotis and reexamination of captains and 
first lieutenants under forty-five years of age and with less than twenty years’ total 
service for promotion and their status in the évent of failure to qualify professionally

The Department of Commerce announces 
that, according to data collected at the 
biennial census of manufactures taken in 
1928, the establishments engaged primarily 
in ship and boat building and repairing re- 
ported for the year 1927 « combined output 
at $211,127,067, an increase of 19.2 per cent 
as compared with $177,181,960 reported for 
1925, the last preceding census year. The 
value of output as reported for this indus- 
try does not include the total value of 
completed vessels, but only the value of 
the work done during the year. No data 
were collected from ship and boat building 
plants operated by the Federal Govern-
